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Patterns  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart 

In  Patterns:  The  Primary  Braille  Reading  Program,  reading 
skills  are  presented  in  an  order  that  meets  the  specific  learning 
needs  of  children  whose  reading  medium  is  braille.  This  means  that 
the  sequence  of  the  introduction  of  decoding  skills  is  based  on  the 
braille  code,  not  the  print  code.  Skill  development  in  other  areas 
takes  into  account  the  demands  of  braille  readers  in  a  sighted  world 
The  Index  of  Skills  in  the  back  of  each  Patterns  Teacher's  Edition 
lists  the  skills  presented  at  that  level  and  the  pages  on  which  they 
are  taught.  This  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart  shows  by  levels  what 
skills  are  taught,  when  they  are  introduced,  and  where  they  are 
reviewed  in  the  entire  Patterns  Program.  The  skills  have  been 
organized  into  the  following  areas:

This  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart  has  a  number  of  purposes.  It  can 
be  used  for  an  overview  of  the  Patterns  Program.  This  will  be 
particularly  helpful  to  a  teacher  who  is  new  to  the  program  and  is 
teaching  a  child  who  has  been  working  in  Patterns  for  some  time.  By 
using  the  Patterns  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart  and  the  information  in 
the  Teacher's  Edition,  this  teacher  can  find  out  what  skills  have 
already  been  taught  to  the  students,  what  skills  will  be  taught  at 
a  given  level,  and  what  will  be  taught  on  the  next  level. 

The  Chart  can  also  be  used  when  it  is  desirable  for  a  braille 
reader  using  another  basic  reading  program  to  change  to  the  Patterns 
Program.  By  comparing  the  skills  that  the  child  has  learned  in  the 
other  program  with  the  skills  taught  in  Patterns ,  it  is  possible  to 
select  an  appropriate  level  on  which  to  start  the  child  in  Patterns 
and  to  identify  areas  in  which  the  child  coming  into  Patterns  may 
need  additional  work. 

The  Chart  can  help  teachers  provide  a  more  unified  reading 
program.  During  the  course  of  the  school  day,  the  primary  age  child 
increasingly  comes  in  contact  with  reading  in  many  content  areas  and 
in  library  books.  By  using  the  Patterns  Scope  and  Sequence  Chart  to 
compare  the  skills  needed  to  read  these  materials  with  the  skills 
which  have  been  introduced  in  Patterns ,  the  teacher  can  discover 
skills  which  have  already  been  introduced  and  can  concentrate  on 
those  which  have  not.
